THE RECORD OF THE YEAR.

Tn the year which has just passed us, as in 
many of its near |prede :-ssors, the attention 
. of the world—by which phrase is meant 
that of the newspaper-reading public—has 
been: called frequently backward and for- 
_ward-to'the Far [East and elsewhither. The 
‘ beginning of 1908-found it turned in other 
- directions ; as 1904 opens, it is intently fixed 
on the North- ro corner of Asia,. and 
thechief speculation, rightly or wrongly, isnot 
whether war is on the point of breaking out, 
buton what daylit will break out. Yet a year 
ago, though Russja’s presence in Manchuria 
was not forgotten, what people were mainly 
thinking of in pdlitics was the rebellion ir 
Morocco, the ing anarchy in the Bal- 
’ kans, the difficulties -with Venezuela, 
Britain's entanglement in Somaliland, and 
*s tour in South Africa, 
then in full progress. Moreover, the Delhi 
Darbar was just finished, and the guests 
were thinking of departure. Another year 
finds Morocco still all unsettled, but the 
question’is now rather whether France will 
absorb the country or not than whether any 
pretender is to oust the Sultan. The Balkan 
_ troubles still drag wearily on. It was 
about-the beginning of April last that the

January, his sentence being soon commuted. 
It-is pleasanter to turn to affairs of peace, 
among which |in 1903 the first place must be 
assigned to the tour of. King Enwarp VII. 
in “April, and ‘onward to Lisbon, Rome, 
Paris, and later to Vienna. A notable 
‘yesult.of this tour. was the return visit of 
President Loupet last July and the conclu- 
sion in October of.an Anglo-French arbitra- 
tion treaty. Perhaps, too, King Epwarp’s 
ttip'{o Ivelandjmay be also looked on as a 
visit of peace.i\|In connection with. arbitra- 
tionone very|:\inportant happening has to 
be, recorded, namely the-Alaska boundary 
award, the outcome of our negotiations with 
the United States. Unhappily the decision 
has<given: great offence‘ in Canada, and 
. though-it may not really have weakened cer- 
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tainly hag not strengthened the bonds 
between the Domiffion and the Mother 
Country. This question of Angla-Colonial 
relations has grown in 1903 to assume a 
larger place than ever in British politics, 
larger even than during the South African 
War. The mover in the matter is’ of course’ 
Mr. CaampBeriatn, who after returning in 
March to the Colonial Secretarysbip began 
very soon to point out the senna 
of our present fiscal position, and a 
speech at Birmingham on the 15th May, 
according to the home Press, marked an 
epoch in the commercia] relations between 
Englard and the Colonies. After his resigna- 
tion on the 16th September the question 
became even more burning, and though he 
has not converted perhaps with the Premier 
the majority of the more prominent Minis- 
terialiats. he has succeeded in forcing the 
issue on the country, and appears to appeal 
to a general election not without hopes. 
From fiscal matters to finance.is not a long 
step, and in 1903 we find a most important 
matter of the world’s: finance prominent. 
During the year both the Straits Settlements 
andthe Philippines adopted a gold standard, 
and the subject of the remaining silver coun- 
tries “going gold” was eagerly canvassed. 
An United States and a Mexican commission 
visited Europe and discussed the question 
at the leading capitals. There can be no 
doubt that the conferences will not be 
ultimately fruitless. It is China that blocks 
the way; and on China we are told in 
Hongkong that we must wait. Before 
leaving general matters we must not forget 
the obituary of 1903, whicb,even if we limit it 
to the smallest possible extent, is one inflict- 
ing a heavy loss on the world, including as 
it does Pope Leo XIII, Lord SaLisBury, 
Professor Mommsen and Herbert SPENCER. 
There are many lesser names deserving of 
mention, but these alone perhaps were world- 
famous memorials of the Nineteenth Century 
who have survived to the third year of this. 

In the Far East the year has!been one of 
outward peace, except in parts of the Philip- 
pines and in Kwangsi province, but during 
its latter half the condition -has resembled 
that of a voicano suspected as being on the 
point of eruption. Even in the spring it 
was obvious that the question of Russia's 
policy in the North was going to cause 
serious difficulties. There were some who 
inpned their faith to the Port Arthur con- 
ference as likely to ease the situation, but 
the next decided step of Russia was the 
creation of a Viceroyalty of the Far East 
early in August, with Admiral ALEXIEFF, 
certainly not a man of pence, at its bead. 
S. Petersburg continued, nevertheless, to 
preach peace; but in October war-scares 
begin and have been frequent ever since. 
In the same month of October the aggression 
at Yong-ampho wus witnessed, and it 
seemed remarkable that matters were not 
thereby ig a At the end of Novem- 
ber a really grave alarm was given, and few 
.would have surprised it an accidental colli- 
sion had produced war. But the end of 
December has been reached and armed 
peace still prevails. The outcome no pru- 
dent man cares to prophecy. All through 
the year Russia has been hurrying men, 
arms, provisions,.and the bulk of her Navy 
Far Eastwards. Japan is fully prepared, 
‘and it may be added that Britain is nota 
disinterested spectator of the situation. 
Between China-and Russia the non-evacua- 
tion of Manchuria has at length succeeded 
in producipg @ definite estrangement, an 
the Cuinese are more bitter than the Man- 
chus at Russia's high-handéd proceedings 
toward the end of the year, In the 
other extreme of the Chinese: Empire 
Tibet is occupying attention, the Indian 
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Government having at last taken steps to 
put an end to the evasions of Tibetans and: - 
Chinese alike and to force the encourage- 
ment of Indo-Tibetan ‘trans-frontier -trade, 
80 many years ago promised by Tibét‘and - 
its suzerain. Turning to Central China, 

we find that the Yangtsze region. has‘pnssed - 
through a less eventful year than: usual, — 
though riots, floods and other catastrophes 
have not been wanting. With the year at 
Shanghai we shall not attempt to deal, “but 
will only mention that the Supao case, which 
divided the Consuls, the ‘community, and 
the Press, has at length been settled, and, 
strange tO say, no dissatisfaction is now 


heard at the verdict. The cause of justice 


and humanity combined triumphed ; in his 
heart no one in Shanghai hoped for anything» 
else, but national jealousies played a dis- 
proportionate part in the argument. Far- | 
ther south, 1908 has brought many changes 
with it to that most important part of. the 
Chinese Empire, the Two Kwang provinces. ~ 
The outlook was gloomy when the year 
opened ; the rebels in Kwangsi, though their 
auccesses were much exacgerated in the 
North and in the Anglo-American and ~ 
French Press, were seriously threatening 
the continuance of government in the Kwang 
and: neighbouring provinces. But the ad- 
vent of Viceroy SHum in June was soon 
followed by a -collapse of the insurrection, © 
chiefly owing to tha Viceroy’s removal of 
corrupt and incompetent officials and the sub-. 
stitution of European-drilled troops for the 
cowardly “ braves,” etc., who had previously 
played into the hands of their opponents. - 
H.E. Saum was also confronted by a. tetri- ~ 
ble famine in the disaffected province, lead- 
ing even to cannibalism in some districts, 
but here European help, from Hongkong. 
and from the United States, stepped in-and 
reinforced the benevolent societies of Canton 
to such an extent as to save thousands of 
lives. The Chinese of the Two Kwang have 
good’ reason .to thank the foreigners’ 
humanity and, in the majority of cases, 
entirely unselfish labour in the famine- 
‘stricken cegion. Evidence, indeed, is not 
lacking that a more tolerant—perhaps we 
can hardly say more friendly—attitude pre- 
vails now in the Canton neighbourhood, for 
have we not seen on the 15th November 
last the Canton-Fatshan railway line opened; 
and since then its reception into favour by 
the natives of the affected districts? This 
has been u, year of great talk about railway 
concessions in China, even iu the British 
House of Conimons. No enterprise of the 
kind promises greater results than the great 
Canton-Hankow trunk line,. in connection 
with which is the little branch to Fatshan. 
For Hongkong a momentous question is 
involved in this railway to Hankow, for, as 
we have over and over agaio stated in these 
columns, if a deep-sea terminus for this line © 
is not found in Kowloon, it will be found - 
elsewhere, and then will depart a great. part 
of Hongkong’s prosperity. From this. evil. 
fate there is a remedy. Willthe British. 
Government refuse to use it and see rain 
brought on its most valuable possession in 
the Far Hast ? 3

As will be seen, the import of American 
oil increased some fifty per cent., and the 
prices show an improvement of neatly thirty 
send percent. Business in Piece Gqods, both 
Coiton and Woollen, during the past year 
proved dull and dragging, Chinese only 
buying, for the most part, t fill immediate 
requirements. The steady ris in the price 
of Cotton, taken in conjunction jwith the 
fluctuations in the value of silver, have 
resulted in a smaller volume of business in- 
Cotton Goods, but on the whole dealers and 
importers have not done badly; Home 
prices nre-out of reach generally ab present, 
Cotton being quoted 74d. Thejtrade in 
Metals, though not much less in volume 
than last year, owing to the disturbed con- 
dition of the neighbouring provinces and 
the state of exchange, -has pcoved unsatis- 
factory and uaremunerative, The Flour 
trade, which has been annually growing for 
many yeurs, did not in 1903 prove as satis- 
factory‘as usual.

North China, the prohibition of immigration 
info the Straits Settlements, the quarantine . 
imposed at other places, and the over;su pply 
of outside steamers. The difficulty at the 
present time is not so much the dearth of 
cargo as the number of vessels: competing 
for it. Rates for Saigon fell in some cases 
as low as 6 and 7 cents per picul, and 
Freights frpm Bangkok and Kohsichang. 
were accepted recently as low as 8/2 cents. 
per picul respectively, a fourteen hundred - 
miles trip! In every direction the depression 
has been felt, bat it is accentuated on this: 
coast. ‘The Stock market has, on the whole, . 
shown some improvement on 1902, but as 
compared with previous years. has been 
most unsatisfactory. During the early part. 
of 1908 there was a decided improvement in 


the volume of business, aud values of most ¢ 


stocks improyed, and this continued during 
the first six months; but, owing to the rise _ 
in exchange and the alteration in the Straits — 
currency, large amounts of bullion were 
exported, causing great stringency in the 
money market, under the influence of which | 
stocks gradually weakened, demand fell off, , 


‘and values declined, until towards the close . 


of the year things were worse than in 1902.

The decision come to at Monday’s Cabinet 
meeting at Tokyo is one of the highest im- 
portance, not because it shows the‘/deep 
earnestness of Japan at the present juncture 
(for that we knew already), but because -it 
revcals the manner in which Japan hopes to 
meet the enormous call upon her which will 
be entailed by war. Among other steps it 
was decided to authorise the Government 
to raise a temporary loan and iesue ex- 
chequer bonds, if necessary. No doubt 
Japan was encouraged by the ease in raising 
the new loan after the conclusion of the 
Anglo-Japanese Convention had been made ; 
though she cannot disgise the fact that the 
peaceful circumstances of that time and the 
stormy surroundings of to-day are widely 
different. But it must not be forgotten 
that there are such things as loans of ex- 
pedience, a notable feature of British policy 
on the Coutinent in past European history. 
Itis interesting at the present moment to look 
at the financial position of Japan as set 
forth in the Financial and Economical Annual 
of Japan, recently issued for the Depart- 
ment of Finance at Tokyo. Among its 
pages isa table of the annual State revenue 
and expenditure, pertaining to the general 
account, from the years 1867-68 to 1908-04. 
Herein we see Japan rising from a revenue 
of 33,089,313 yen and an expenditure of 
80,505,086 yen—surplus, 2,584,227 yen— 
to a revenue (estimated) of 251,681,961 aud 
au expenditure (estimated) of, 244,752,346 
yen—surplus, 6,929,615 yan. There 
have of course been many fluctuations. 
The revenue was at its highést figure in 
1900-01, when it reached 295,854,868 yen. 
Its lowest in the last forteen years 
was the 98,170,028 yen of 1894-95, the time 
of the war with China, The highest expen- 
diture was io 1900-01, 292,750,059 yen. 
Since 1897 the expenditure has never been 
below 200,000,000 yen. In 1896-97 it was 
168,856,508 yen ; before then itjnever reached 
90,000,000 yeu. Not since 1874 has there 
been a deficit, but in 1888-84 |there was no 
surplus either. The largest |surplus’ was 
the 33,115,541 yen of 1895-96); in the next 
financial year it fell to 18,162|915 yen, and 
has only once touched 7,000,000 yen since. — 

A table of the annul appropriation of the 
State expenditure has somp interestin 
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account rose faster than the Army for som® | 


time, ‘and in 1882-88 the figures were :— 
Army, 8,588,117 yen; Navy, 3,160,492 yen. 
No very notable inerease occurred’ till 
1896-97, when after,/the victorieus war 
against China, tho y expenditure was 
raised ie 22,613,590 ven and the Navy to 
7,351,330. The rise has beet steady since, 
and we find the estimated expenditures. for 
the financial years 1902-08 and 1903-04 as 
follows :—Army, 38,432, 317.an:1 38,495,727 
yen; Navy, 10,837,646 and 10,563,582 yen. 


Turning to the extraordinary expenditure, - 
this was high between 1896 and 1902, ‘the . 


‘Army reaching 38,714,810 yen in 1900-01 
and the Navy 47,338,427 in 1898-99." Ita 
estimated amount since is small. 

In some remarks on the budgets for 
1902-03 and 1903-04 the compiler of the 
Annual explains that owing to the dissolution 
of the Diet the budget for the seventeenth 
session was not passe], so that the pre 
vious year's budget is to be carried out 
for 1908-04, according, to the provision 
of the Japanese Constitution; the budget 
scheme to be carried out for 1903-04 consists 
of thetwoestimates. The most notable points 


in the 1903-04 estimate compared with the. . 


former year’s are an increase in the ordinary 
revenue-from income tax, sake tay, sugar 
excise, and tobacco-leaf momfpoly, “ along 
with the development of general conditions

It would be tedious to give more figures, 


though there is a lot that is instructive - 


However, it will 
be seen from what we have quoted that 
Japan has not large sums of.noney to play 
with, nor, on the other hand, is she ina 
desperate position, She has every ground 
for caution in urdertaking a struggle such 


as that with Russia would be. Unlike - 


a reckless gambler, she has a great 


deal to lose. But, as we have frequently 
stated before, she cannot afford to lose - 


through inaction any more than through 
war. Nor can Great Bri-ain afford to seo 
her lose by either means. Huppily there 
are indications that Britain: is in this 
instance prepared for all eventualities. It 
is no secret that every ship in our China 
squadron, and evéry man in the Navy and 
Army out here, is under orders to be ready, 
If war broke out to-morrow, it would not 
find our forces a day behind. N aturally, 
we should have a period of nettirality it the 
beginning. There is no reason why ‘this’ 
should not continue, if thé Japavese prove 
victorious.

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-THE TIBETAN QUESTION. 
——~<—_—_——- 
(Daily Press, 20th December.) 


It eeema* very likely that among the | 


questions to be settled in 1904 is chat of the 
future predominance of outside influence in 
Tibet; or at least, if it is not settled next 
year, a great step towards settlement is pro- 
bable. Hitherto, since the days of the 
eighteenth ceatury, when Tibet was itself a 
nation fairly able to hold its own with its 
neighbours, China has been the one domicant 
influence; and so far did China encourage 


--the natural exclusiveness of the Tibatans 


that no other nation ever succeeded in get- 


ting a footing. But in the latter half of the. 


nineteenth century Chinese power in Tibet 
dwindled greatly, though her traditional 
influence might remain. (Of late’ year's 
there is no doubt, Russia, through the 
-medium of some of her Buriat subjects, 


. Buddhists of the same scliool asthe Tibetans, 


has been making attempts to gain the footing 


previously denied. Perbaps repdfts in the 


Britieh Press have rather exaggerated Rus- 
sia’e dvings, but that they were not entirely 
groundless is plain from the admissions in 
the Russian papers. The latter bave, in 
their turn, accused Britain of intriguing iu 
Tibet, but the manner in which up to the 
present year we have allowed China and 
Tibet to ignore their promises tu provide 
increased trade facilities across the Sikkim- 
Tibetan frontier should be a sufficient 
answer. Lord Curzon, howe-er, has thia 
year initiated a more worthy policy of 
insistance on the fulfilment of engagements, 
the outcome of which is the expedition now 
on Tibetan soil. Operations lave not so 
far been of a very active or arduous nature. 
The inhabitants indeed have b::1 passive 
rather than hostile. The Jelep Pass alone 
has been crossed yet, and it is only 
intended to advance to Gyangtse, 
some 150 miles from Lhassa 


. itself, unless the attitude of the Tibe- 


tans renders further procedure necessary. 
China appears perfectly inert in the matter. 
As for Russia, rumours are many, including 
even av absurd tale of Russian engineers 
fortifying Lhassa, but beyond the bluster of 
the 8. Petersburg Press little is heard about 
the opinion in the Tsar's Empire of the 
British expedition.

Even during the 
unsuccessful war of the Nepalese against 
Tibet and China in 1792, Britain did not 


. intervene, which she might well have done 


with profit. Nearly another century passed 
before, in 1884, ngain a quarrel between 
Nepal and Tibet called attention to the 
question. ‘In the interval it is true that 
small quantities of goods filtered into Tibet 


~""*: from India and vice-versa ; and a few Indian 


‘natives, who had been trained by the Indian 
' Geographical Department, penetrated into 


Tibet. disguised as merchaaots. Even in,

Ten yeirs have pas:ed, dnd In- 
dian trade is barrel out as closely as ever. 
It cannot be said that the Indian Govern- 
ment has not shown patience ; others might 
call it by a harder name. But now it has 


‘been decided that Tibet and the vague influ- 


ence of China behind must be brought to 
reason, aud that no more excuses and passi- 
vity shall be allowed to prevent the carrying 
out of promises, some of them really seven- 
teen years old.

BRITISH ENTERPRISE IN CHINA.

At the annual dinner of the China Associa- 
tion held in Londou last month, Earn 
Percy, the Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, availed himself of the 
pportunity to administer a well-deserved 
rebuke to those British owners of concessions 
in China who, having long since acquired 
their rights, have done nothing to take 
“Tt is of very little 
use for us to pile up concessions on paper” 
his lordship said, “and to point out as 
we have so often done with pride to the 
comparative share which has been allotted 
to us in contrast to the share allotted to 
foreign countries in the railway development 
of China, if British ,concessionaires alone 
among the nations of Europe take no steps 


'more that while other nations had in 
‘the matter of ;territorial ncquisition added 


greatly to theit visible prestige ia China, 
the benefits that have accrued to the British 
Empire are not yet apparent. “We hope 
to find, as time goes on,” he aaid, “that our 
commercial interests at least havo been snfe- 
guarded, and that, if we have retired from 
the competition of spheres of influence, we 
shall at all events tind that the ‘open - 
door’ and ‘equal opportunity’ have been” 
sccured for the trade of the British Empire — 
and the world at large.” There was no trace 
of unlimited confidence in Sir Anrrep‘s 
speech, which rather convays the impression 
that things may not turn out as well ns they 
promise on paper. It. was quite in 
the nature of things, perhaps, that the 
representative of tbe Government in ad- 
dressing such an audience us the members 
of the China Association should lay em- 
phasia on tho fact that the political policy 
of Great Britain in China ws synonymous 
with her commercial policy. and that no 
polifical policy, however well devised, and - 
ho vever persistently pursued, can be of any 
real effect unless it is backed up by the 
earaest and patriotic support of the com- 
mercial community. It is certainly very 
satisfactory to find the new Under Secre- 
tary fully alive to the dangers which» 
threaten British interests in China as— 
in other foreign parts from the increasingly 
close connection between the spheres of 
State action and private enterprine in other | 
foreign countries; and also to hear from 
him a recognition of the fact that England 
cannot pursue the opposite policy without 
serious risk unless private enterprise in all its 
branches,—:nanufacturers, merchan!s, ship- 
pers and capitalists,—realise the times, 
and the interdeperd ce of their inutual” 
interests, and hy acting, possibly through ° 
the Chambers of Co.umerce as an organising 
intelligence department, make it im- 
possible for any Governm7nt to plead as an ° 
excuse either for indefiniteness of aim or 
vacillation in policy the multiplicity and . 
incoherence of the advice which it has 
received. Whatever the excuse, British 
policy in China has not always b-en distin- 
guished by a definifeness of aim, although 
the Foreign Office has rever lacked advice 
from Chambers of Commerce and the China 
Association. However, such a suggestion, 
coming-as it does from one in the position 
of the noble Earl, will no doubt be readily 
accepted and this connection’ between State 
action uud private enterprise ig vertain to 
beneficially affect the interests of trade.

XMAS AND THE WEATHER. 

Though we had a relapse into colder weather 
during the Xmas week-end, the temperature im- 
médiately before that was exceediugly lew for 
this part of the country. On one or two 
mornings there was a distinct hoar-frost visible 
iu some parts, All over the ialying valleys the 
green tops of the sweet potatces are to be seen 
blight d and blackened by the unaccustomed 
visitant. A curious thing is that one will 
-find within the area of a single acre some 
patches that have been entirely blighted, and 
thers again» that have been left wholly 
barton tp else only slightly injured. It is 


heartening ( know that, though the blightiog 
of the potatd tops retards somewhat the growth

_ SUGAR CANE, 

The farmers ate now busy gathering in the 
sugar caue, which as it is cut is conveyed to one 
or other of the numerous mills which”are to be 
found in the country, and made into sugar, Ax 
in most of their other industries of,a like kind, 
the Chinese adhere to a very primitive method 
of doing the work, and scora the modern ways. 
Two stone rollers not unlike those that ate to 
be seen rolling the street in Hongkong some- 
times, are placed on end, close together. These 
rollers are worked by buffaloes yoked on to a 
beam, They go round in opposite ways like the 
rdllergof a mangle, and the cane is fed into them 
by means of akind of shoot and comes out squeezed 
dry of all juice, -which flows into a pan beneath. 
This juice afterwards goes through three pro- 
cesses of boiling and purifying in brass 
cauldrons over a furnace ; then it is poured out 
to harden and is cut into little slabs, which are 
packed away ready for the market. At these 
mills they do not refine or granulate the sugar ; 
when ready for despstch it is of a dark brown - 
colour, very rich and sweet almost to nauseous: - 
ness. 

CULTIVATION, 5 

Inthe previous paragraph I said the “farmers” | 
were busy getting in the cane. ‘* Farmers ” 
is rather a tmisnomer, for practically all the 
agricultural cultivation is done by women. They 
plough the fields, sow the seed, and garner the 
crops. In the sea-coast districts this is explained 
by tho fact that most of the men are fishermen. 
Rut it is‘also true of the ioland districts, where 
there is little or nothing doing but agriculture. 
Tt cannot be doubted that the development of 
Hongkong has attracted much of the male 
population away from some parts of the New 
Territory; rumours of higher wages and sn 
easier life elsewhere generally ha:o that effect 
upon most peuple.“ So far no indication has 
appzared of the coming of a time when the land 
will go oat of cultivation like the crofts of 
Scotland for the lack of agricultural workers. 
It is a fact, however, that at one time the slopes 
of the hills of the Kowloon Peninsula were 
covered by tea plantations ; yet tea cultivation 
is now a lost art, the Hakkas growing only

Quail and partridge hive 
been equally scarce in most parts. Only pigeons 
have b-en unmerous, ‘and even here there has 
been an obvioas falling-off in the number of 
scale-backs. the heaviest and most valuable 
kind. Several teal have been got on the water- 
courses. On the whole, shooting has been far 
better on the Chiuese side of the boundary than 
on ours. Some big bags wers secured in the 
Samchun’ district. With regard to big 
game, deer have been seen at White Sand Day 
uear Giodrink ‘rs’, but the coaatry is a difficult 
one for following them up. That tiger in the 
gap between Sheungshui and Taipo has not 
again made his appearance Two wolves were 
pursued from a village novar Shatankok after 
playin havoc among the pigs ; the depredators 
escaped, as they made too much speed for their 
pursaers.

Its frontage aloue will ve 2,010) 
feet, and there will be room for a large 
nomber of godowns. All these three enterprises 
have been taken in hand by Mr. Danby.

AGAINST THIEVING, 
The Viceroy has adopted quite a new system 
| of government. Hoe told the prefect of Kwang- 
chowfu to order the magistrates of all the 
districts to issue notifications to the effect 
that whenever a robbery is committed in 
a house the next door neighbours must catch 
the thieves, or failing to do so they must 
‘be made to pay for whatever has been 
| stolen, and the value of the property stolen niust 
“be estimated by the officials, Any of the 
neighbours who had caught a thief would be 
rewarded. Upon receipt of this order the 
prefect has communicated it to all the 
magistrates and requested them to issue notifica- 
tions. This system will lead to something like 
the following. A neighbour to save himself the 
trouble of catching his neighbour’s thieves and 
be made to pay for his loss would be glad to 
open his door, and invite the thieves to go into 
his house and robso as to compel his neighbours 
to pay for his loss. In Saichew, for instance, 
a whole village composed of two or three 
hundred houses has of late been attacked and 
robbed. There being no _ neighbouring 
villages, who is going to- pay for the loss? Not 
the cfficials, you may be sure.

“tansan” or any word ino whi 
and’ defendant's reply was that the word was 6 
common word in Japanese, used to denote a

mineral water collected from a carbonio acid 
sprinz. It was clear that in e mark law 
the mark must be distinctive, and if plaintiff 
had taken the name simply as descriptive of 
minoral water his claim could not be supported, 
unless it’ had uired a secondary meaning, 
and become associated with his name, His 
Lordship reviewed the evidence and said he 
thought from ths evidencs produced that the 
word “tansan” had cma to mean in Singapore 
Wilkinson's minoral water;it could mean noth- 
iug else because there was no other water of the 
‘kind on the market until the defendant brought 
in the “Fanagoya tansan.” Whilst many 
people might be ignorant: of the pla intiff's 
rzonal name, yet people who ordered “ tansan,” 
though not knowing Wilkinson’s name, wanted 
the “tansan” to which they had ben ac- 
customed, and that was no doubt plaintiff's 
emineral water. It was also contended that the 
defendant’s label was so different from the 
p/aintiff's that they oould not be mistaken. 
There was no doubt that anyone looking at 
the bottles could not help distinguishing them, 
but that was not sufficient; the same defence 
was set up in the “Club foda” case, and was 
rejected. The strong case in favour of plaintiff 
on this point was.that in which the Apollinaris 
Company were concerned (33 Law Times 242). 


-With regard to the other contention of the- 


defendant, the question did not arise in Singa- 
pore, because there was no evidence of any 
mineral water under the name “tansan '” having 

besn imported here by any other than the 
' plaintiff and defendants sinco 1901. The 
injunction sought must be granted. Defendants 
mus¢ bear the plaintiff's costs, and the parties 
wotild be heard again on the question of 
damages. 


IN PRISON AT PORT ARTHUR. 
- oC - 
ADVENT 'HES OF THREE JATANESE. 

-The Japan Times translates some experiences 
o£-the Japanes) mocchants who were recently 
. si pea at Port Arthur by the Russians, 
which we-e published in the Jzjt and the Chugat 
Shogy. Mr. Hajime Yamana, one of the party. 
makés the following statement :— ; 

> Mr: Manhichi Takenouchi and f, both of the 
Kanegafuchi Cotton Mill, and Mr. Kokichi 
Tsuji, of the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, left New- 
-dhwang for the! interior of Manoburia at the 
‘beginhing of September for the purpose - of 
‘aedertaining what kind of cotton yarns the 
Chinese would takeand what manner of trans- 
actions they would prefer. War rumours were 
in the air, and it was considered to be dangerous 
to venture far inland. We therefore visited 
Liaoyang, Monkden, Tiebling, eto., and their 
outlying districts. ; 

-.The arrest took place at Haiping on the 
morning of the 28rd September. We were then 
waiting for a train in order te go to Kaiping. 
Mr. Takenouchi was walking beyond the railway 
track#, when some Russian soldiers suddenly 
arreste him, on suspicion of h s having entered 
something into his note-book. Mr. ‘I'suji and 
I were also arrested on account of our being in 
his company. We were then brought before 


the:.comtnander of the Ru-sian garrison, who 


asked:'us the purpose and destination of our 
jaurney-atd searched our clothes and baggag?. 
Finally it was announced that examination was 
not ‘completed, and a little past midnight we 
were put on board a train in custody of several 
ii For fffteen hours we were left without 
*- "We. were told that our d-stination was 
Tashihehiao, but the train was running vorth- 
ward, instead of to the south. There was a 
Japanese in the carriage, and not saspecting 
that. we were in custody, he asked us our 
destipation. I was impatient to let him know 
that:we were in the clatches. of tha Russian 
military authorities, and was going to answer 
jen:qur guards became angry, «truck the 
of {he carriege. 

‘Under such conditions it was vain to hope 
for:ocommunication with our countrymen, even 


it was a part, ; greatly suftened and they began to talk with 


us. At a station called Kuanchengtsse, I 
descried 8 Japanese the platform, and 
sauntered out from tho carriage. Asa Russian 
soldier of course followed me, I gave him 
some money. But as it was out of- the 
uestion to address the Japanese openly, I 
rew him to a cigarette stall, and while buying 
cigarettes, asked him to inform the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha at Newchwang of our arrest. 

The train stopped at Harbin on the 25th, 
at 2 p.m., when I was able to send a Japanese 
for Mr. Kawai, of the Mitsni Bussan office iat 
Dalny, who was thon staying at Harbin. He 
came te the station, saw us, talked to the 
Russian soldiers, and said tous: Be at ease 
I will do something.” 

We were then conveyed to the Russian 


barracks at Harbin, where we were imprisoned , 


for about 24 hours without any court proceedings. 
On the 26th, at 2 pm., we were again putin 
a train bound for Port Arthur. A Russian 
officer and four soldiers guarded us. 

Meanwhile the Mitsui Bussan’s office at 
Dalny, receiving a telegram from Mr. Kawai, 
was deeply anxious about our fate, aud sent one 
of its officials, Mr. Fujioka, to the station, where 
there is a junction, the name of which I 
have forgotten. Mr. Fujioka was awaiting 
u’, and on our arrival there he came into our 
train. We saw each other, but were not able 
to conversa. He remained. with us until we 
arrived at Port Arthur on the 28th, at 4 p.m., 
when we were conveyed in a carriage to the 
General Staff Office. En route, however, Mr. 
Fujioka lost track of us, having been unable 
to keep near for fear that the Russians should 
suspect his purpose. 

We were kept at the Staff Office for three or 
four hours, but the Russians did not examine 
us, By and bye, we were cast separately into 
the Russian prison, where we remtined for the 
sabsequent 3) days without trial. 

There is a Japaness firm called the Yoshida 
phosen at Port Arthar. It is purveyor to the 
Russian army and has business connections with 
the Mitsui Bussan. Mr. Fujioka, troubled at 
losing track of us, was consulting with the peopte 
of the firm, when a Russian soldier appeared and 
asked if they could prepare Japanese food for 
three persons. The Japanese rightly conjec- 
tured that the food wus for us, and consented to 
supply if. This arrangement enabled them 
to learn our fate and ourselves to know that 
the Yoshida firm was atill unmolested at 
Port Arthur, and that the world wes still at 
peace. What we apprehended most was war, 
in the event of which we should have been 
butchered. On the 27th Ooto er, we were tried 
for th- first tima by the court martial, Mr. Hino, 
repres sntative of the Japanese at Port Arthur, 
interpreting. The chief procurator and the 
chief of a police station, who was a major, took 
down the dascription of the route we had 
travelled, the object of the journey, etc. and 
made us sign affidavits. The next day, a soldier 
tossed us our baggage and announced that we 
might go. We were all very weak, and there- 
fore lodgeda 8 night at the Yoshida firm, and 
returned to Newchwang by the Nunfsu Maru. 
We spent, 31 days in the prison, besides 5 days 
in travelling in Russian castody. 

The prison at Port Arthar is enclosed by high 
walls and contains 17 or 18 cells. Each cell is 
6 feet wide and 9 feet long; the door consists of 
tremendously thick boards; the walls are of 
brick one foot in thickness, and the floor is made 
of cement. The oall has only one window of 
about 3 feat squire. which has a lattice of iron 
bars, and donble panes of thick glass beyond 
the lattice. The door has also a hole of about 
five inches :quare, through which f od is admit- 
ted. The hole is about 5 feet 5 inches above 
the floor. The furniture of the cell consists of 
an iron bed, sir.w matting two inches thick, 
and atable. Each cell is guarded by a soldier, 
and there are always about ¢V more on duty in 
the courtyard. ‘Their vigilance is something 
beyond belief. They would never permit us t> 
sleep for two consecutive hours, Every time 
they were relieved, they would knock at the door 
with theie swords or kick it until we responded. 

The monotony of the vrison life was un- 
paralleled. We hal nothing to read or to do. 
For 31 days we had to brood over our fate.

Our guards were greedy 


beyond description. Without bribes, * they 
would do nothing for us. Some of them’ whl 


thrust their hands into our pockets and ask us © 


in bad Chinese if there was any money in them. 
If we auswered in the affirmative, they would 
press us for a tip. Often enough they took 
money to buy us tood and then failad to do ‘so 
In this manner prison life cost me some 60 yen 
in the shape of bribes to the Russian soldiers. 
to say nothing of a hundred other losses.

It has often been observed by visitors to the 
New Torritory that the verdant-looking hill- 
sides which meet the eye at every turn are bar- 
ren of both stock and cultivated growth. Why 
not stock the place with sheep? I[t is hardly 
possible that Southdowns or Cheviots would 
stand the climate, but Australian sheep should 
be able to do so, accustomed as they aie to arid 
plains and torrential rainfalls, The Govern- 
ments acknowledged policy is to develop the 
country. Snurely the raisiag of stock would be 
a good thing to startexperimenting upon? In 
the same way, suggestions have been made 
for the introduction of rabbits into the New 

. Territory. The objection is always made that 

snakes destroy them, but itis also said that the 
snakes are two-legged. However that may be 
a trialin the way of introducing rabbits into 
the territory would not be far amiss. The rod- 
ents could not do any damage to the young 
crops in the valleys unless they developed the 
capability of swimming among the flooded 
paddy-fields. 

Though money his been somewhat tight of 
late, business on the whole is good. The 
bountiful rice-harvest, too, ha: greatly added t: 
general prosperity. Cattle continue to arrive 
ina very healthy condition from Kwaugtung 
and Kwangsi pastures, and Canton industries 
for the greater part are in a flourishing con- 
dition. Cracker-factories are particularly busy 
preparing for the Chinese New Year, and 80, 
indeed, are the various confectioners, The New 
Year is still too far distunt, though, for general 
preparations, A notable illustration of Chi- 
nese thrift has just come to light: the wives of 
& very weulthy resident at Cauton—a family 
jast rolling in money, so to speak—beiug em- 
ployed daily making large quantities of moon- 
cakes, which are hawked on the streets and sold 
at cut-throat prices. The sale of sweet-smelling 
jasmine from the same gentleman's front gar- 
den, also, is said not only to pay the gardeners’ 
wages, but yield a considerable income. 

The water supply on the higher levels is so 

bad at present that a correspondent affirms it 
as a fact that he dreams o’ nights that he has 
hed a bath, only to wake up to disappointment 
and a dry tap. Even on the low levels the 
supply is not good at times, water being 
unobtninable during the hours when the mains 
are supposed to be turned on. While house- 
holders can get barely enough for cooking 
purposes it is rather anomalous that builders 
can get an unlimited supply for the purpose of 
soaking their bricks. Any day one can see the 
workmen on the new buildings in the centre of 
the town lavishly throwing water by a hosepipe 
over heaps of bricks lying on the grouad. 
Certainly they must have fresh water for this 
purpose, but there are more economical ways of 
soaking bricks than by deluging them with a 
hose-pipe, in which case about 90 per cent. of 
the water goes not into the bricks but into the 
ground. A. minimum of _water-consumption 
—wonld be reached were builders to soak the 
bricks in tubs or barrels. During the water 
famines of previous years the supply was cut 
off from buildings altogether, so that builders 
would only be serving their own interests by 
exercising economy in this direction, 


CHINA.OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


The Justices of the Peace assembled on the 
29th ult. at 2.15 o’clock, at the Magistracy, 
to consider the application of James D. M. 
Cameron for the transfer of his Publican’s 
Licence to sell liquors on the premises- known 
as the Occidental Hotel, Nos. 40 to 44, Elgin 
Road, Kowloon, to one Rudolf Matthaey. The 
applicant was represented by Mr. Grist, of 
the firm of Wilkinson and Grist. solicitors. 
The justices present were Mr. T. Sercombe 
Smith, presiding, Captain Lyons, C. 8. P., and 
Mesers. J. H. Kemp and C, A. D. Melbourne. 
There being no police or other objections to 
the transfer applied for. the application was 
granted unanimously. There beirg no other 
business before the meeting the sessions were 
then adjourned. : 


A daring case of piracy is reported as having 
occurred in “hinese waters, two days’ sail from 
Swatow. The facts appear to beas follows, On 
or about the 8th ult. a junk laden with porce- 
lain-ware for two firms in Hongkong set sail 
from Swatow. Two days later, on the 10th 
nlt., the junk in question was overtaken and 
boarded bv pirates. and all but a small portion 

sof the ssid cargo was seized and transferred to 
the pirates’ boat, which. immediately after, set 
sail and disappeared. The junk then continued 
on its voyage to Hongkong, where the remainder 
of the porcelain was handed over to the owners, 
and a raport of the piracy made to the nolice, = 
notice being also sent to the authorities at 
Swatow. On the 26th ult. Inspector McNab 
arrested one Sui Ching Me, a shopkeeper in Bou- 
ham Strand, for beingin possession of about $160 
worth of what is suspected to ba a portion of 
the pirated property. On the 28th December 
the prisoner was placed before Mr. J. H. Kemp, 
Acting Police Magistrate, at the Magistracy. 
when, after evidence of the arrest had been taken, 
the casa was adjonrned until Monday, the 4th 
inst, Mr. P. W. Goldring, of the firm of Messrs. 
Deacon and Hastings, solicitors, has heen 
retained for the prosecution, while Mr. C.E. 
H. Beavis, of Messrs. Wilkinson and Grist, 
solicitors, is engaged for the defence. 

The Club Lusitano, one of the pioneer clubs of 
the Colonv. is undergoing extensive improve- 
ments, which, necessitating a heavy outlay, mnst 
indicate prosperity. The clnh, ever sinea the 
days of Governor Coelho d’Amaral of Macao, 
who laid the foundation stone of the building, 
hag always been of good standing. Perhaps, 
though, it wes never ao flourishing financially 
as atthe present time. A few years ago, the 
building covered more ground than it does now, 
a portion of the property—the theatre—being 
gold when the concern was turned into a limited 
company. Under the new arrangements thera 
aro two billiard-rooms, one on either hand 
as ove enters the hall; two tables are 
in each room, At the back on the right 
ia the library, and on the left the har. 
The whole flooring downstairs has just been 
tiled in handsome design, replacing planking ; 
up-stairs, on the first floor, is a spacious ball- 
room, the windows facing Shelley Street. A 
noteworthy feature here ‘s a Jarge oil painting 
of the King of Portugal. Other decorations, 
though simple in themselves, are displayed with 
great taste. By erecting a stage in the ball- 
room it becomes a good hall for amateur 
theatricals ; ordinarily the chamber is used as 4 
sitting-room. The dining-room, also on the 
firat floor, looks on to Elgin Terrace ; thero is a 
green-room on the opposite side. also to the rear 
of the ball-room. Second and third floors are 
used for members’ bed.rooms From a verandah, 
opening on to the third floor, one getsa very 
fair view of the harbour.
